5-dentatus glaber. Styli 5, columnares conniventes circ. 0.5 mm longi. Drupa 
prematura elliptica circ. 5 mm longa et 3.5 mm lata glabra. 

Hab. Kyusyu : Prov. Higo : Mt. Kamihukune, Gokanosyo, alt. 1000 m., S. Sako 
et K. Kawanabe 1144, Sept. 9, 1957. 

This is most closely related to A. leucorrhizus Harms from China, but differs 
from it in having thinner leaves being distinctly reticulated beneath, smaller unbels 
bearing fewer flowers, and shorter peduncles and pedicels. This is also near to A. 
senticosus Harms from which differs by its quite glabrous leaves and inflorescences, 
its nearly unarmed branchlets, and its smalle unbels with fewer flowers.

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In May 22 of 1960, Dr. K. Haruta collected three hepatic balls from Kusatsu- 
machi in Gumma pref. By his courtesy, I examined the flesh hepatic balls on 
May 28th. They are large (7 8 cm and 7.5 X 8 cm) and nearly globose, and 

are soft, pale yellowish green, pale brownish yellow in central parts, having small 
stones (about 4-6 mm in diam.) in center. Those hepatic balls were determined by 
Mr. H. Inoue as Plectocolea thermarum (Steph.) Amakawa. So far as I know, the 
hepatic balls are rare in Japan. . 
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
